The union of the North German and South 
German contingents and the extension of the 
Prussian Landwebr system to South Germany 
make the German Army the most numerous, 
as it ig the best organised that the world has 
ever seen. “The live will henceforth be com-— 
posed of 153- regiments of infantry, 100 of 
cavalry, 24 battalions of rifiés and 18divisions 
of artillery. The odly two armies able to 
compare with this force are the ‘‘great Army’’ 
of Napoleon I., numbering 158 regiments of 
infantry, each of which was, however, ioferior 
in men to the Gerwan regiments, aud the 
present Prassian afmy, numbering 188 regi- 
ments of infantry, but no more than 56 of 
regular cavalry. The addition of the Land- 
webr raises the Gefmau Army far above com- 
prison with eitber. In the infantry there is 
a regiment of Landwebr corresponding to 
each regiment of the Line, with the only dif- 
ference tbut the latter comprises three bat- 
talions of 1,000 each and the tormer only two 
lu the cavalry the 100 regiments of the Line 
are supported by 36 of the Landwebr, of 
whieh the North furnishes 24 and the South 
12, ‘The troops of the Line are divided into 
eightcen corps,twelve (eleven and the Guards) 
being the quota of Prussia and ‘the small 
Northern States, two of Bavaria, and one 
each of Saxony, Wurtemberg, of Alsace and 
Lorraine, aud of Baden and Hesse. Each 
corps is to comprise eight or nine regiments of 
infantry aod five of six of cavalry, Of the 
Landwebr Bavaria will furnish 32 or 34 bat- 
teligns, Wartemburg 12 Jor 16, Badea 12, 
Alsace atid Lortdine 12, Hedse 6, and North 
Germany the remainder. Immense as these 
numbers may “stem, North Germany bas 
actually maintained iy proportion since 1866 
and Prussia even | . A Ietely 
published in the Oficial Gazette shows that 
the whole ofthe Lagdwehr basipot even been 
required in the Branco-German war, for 
seventeen batalions of infanty, eight reserve 
battalions, and & number pf eagideers have 
never been called out.
